Declaratory  Resolutions  \ere  prepared  on  the  afore  mentioned  with  numbers 
assigned  985  and  936  respectively,  laid  Resolutions  were  never  adopted. 
The  writer  checked  with  both  Cooper  and  Larling  of  the  previous  Board, 
and  they  have  no  explanation  as  to  why  the  Resolutions  were  never  adopted 
and  completed.  In  as  much  as  it  was  the  recommendation  of  the  engineering 
Deoartment,  and  since  all  survey  work  has  been  accomplished,  the  present 
Board  deems  it  necessary  to  proceed  with  the  'improvement;  and  ask  you  to 
re-submit  the  necessary  documents.  The  foregoing  is  a request  from  the 
petitioner.

TOs  City  Engineer  - Attention:  Mr.  Floyd  Brown 

Herewith  enclosed  is  Declaratory  Resolution  No.  9?5  Bor  the  vacation 
of  Canal  Terrace;  also  Declaratory  Resolution  No.  986  for  opening  of 
Vesey’s  3rd  Addition,  and  the  complete  fles  pertaining  to  both 
Resolutions.  The  recommend at ion  has  been  made  that  a cul-de-sac  be 
established  at  the  east  end  of  Dalgren  Avenue,  using  the  property 
known  as  Canal  Terrace.  You  will  note  that  in  order  to  establish  a 
cul-de-sac,  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  northeast  corner  of 
Lot  29,  J.  H.  Vesey's  Addition.  South  of  Dalgren  Avenue  there 
appears  to  be  a 12*  alley,  dead  ending  at  the  east  property  line  of 
Lot  29.  The  Eoard  questions  the  adivsability  of  vacating  Canal 
Terrace  from  Dalgren  Avenue  to  the  first  alley  south  of  Dalgren 
Avenue  and  not  providing  an  exit  at  the  east  end  of  the  alley. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  establish  a cul-de-sac  in  Canal  Terrace  for 
the  alley,  or,  extend  the  alley  to  the  east  right-of-way  line  of 
Canal  Terrace,  thence  northerly  to  the  proposed  cul-de-sac  at  the 
end  of  Dalgren  Avenue. 

Please  prepare  the  necessary  documents  to  either  provide  a cul-de-sac 
at  the  alley  end,  or,  to  retain  sufficient  property  from  Canal  Terrace 
to  connect  the  alley  with  Dalgren  Avenue.  You  will  note  on  the 
attached  plan,  marked  in  red,  that  either  plan  will  be  given  the 
Eoard*s  consideration  before  Canal  Terrace  will  be  vacated.

We  have  reviewed  each  of  the  three  proposed  vacations  referred 
to  in  your  letter  of  October  21,  1958.  The  following  is  our 
recommendation  in  regard  to  each  of  the  three  matters. 

1.  Canal  Terrace,  from  the  south  property  line  of 
Dalgren  Avenue  to  the  south  property  line  of 
the  first  alley  south  of  Dalgren  Avenue. 

In  regard  to  this  matter,  we  refer  you  to  our  report  dated  April 
21,  1958  which  was  in  response  to  a request  for  an  opinion  from 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  (Board  Order  No.  183-58). 


2.  The  north  five  feet  and  the  south  five  feet  of 
Henry  Avenue,  from  the  east  property  line  of 
Poinsette  Drive  to  a point  226.8  feet  east, 
which  is  the  eastern  terminus,  making  the  right - 
of -way  40  feet . 

After  reviewing  the  proposed  vacation,  both  in  the  field  and  in 
the  office,  it  is  our  opinion  that  this  petition  for  vacation  should 
be  denied  for  the  following  reasons: 

a.  There  are  three  vacant  lots  on  the  north 
side  and  three  vacant  lots  on  the  south 
side  of  Henry  Avenue,  which  would  have 
this  portion  of  Henry  Avenue  as  their 
only  means  of  ingress  and  egress. 

While  we  realize  that  possibly  all  of  these 
lots  are  under  one  ownership,  there  is  al- 
ways a possibility  that  they  would  be  sold 
off  as  building  lots  since  they  are  platted 

as  such. 

b.  A 40  foot  right-of-way  would  not  be  adequate 
for  a street,  with  proper  improvement  and

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adequate  par#  strips . 


3.  The  first  alley  south  of  Richardson  Street  from 

the  west  property  line  of  Lot  No.  4,  Rockhill  Heirs 
Addition,  Block  24,  to  the  east  property  line  of 
Lots  No.  1 and  11,  L.M.  Banes  Addition. 

From  a planning  standpoint,  we  have  no  objection  to  the  vacation 
of  the  above  described  alley  for  the  following  reasons: 


a.  The  alley  does  not  serve  any  definite  pur- 
pose at  the  present  time,  other  than  for 
utilities  which  will  be  covered  in  the  engineers 
report . 

b.  All  of  the  garages  presently  using  the  portion 
of  the  alley  not  to  be  vacated  would  have  ample 
room  for  turn-around  and  therefore  would  not 
need  the  eastern  part  of  this  alley  (part  to  be 
vacated)  as  a means  of  access  or  egress.

We  would  like  to  suggest  that  Canal  Terrace,  south  of  Dalgren  Avenue  could  be 
vacated  provided  however,  that  a sufficient  amount  of  space,  as  shown  by  the 
accompanying  sketch,  be  retained  in  order  to  provide  room  for  a cul-de-sac.  A 
Cul-de-sac  would  be  beneficial  in  this  particular  location  since  Dalgren  Street 
does  dead-end  at  this  particular  point  and  access  to  Swanson  Blvd.  is  highly 
improbable  since  the  elevation  of  Dalgren  Avenue  at  this  point  is  approximately 
10  feet  higher  than  Swanson  Blvd.  Also,  the  east  right-of-way  line  of  Canal 
Terrace  is  very  near  to  the  west  edge  of  the  improvement  of  Swanson  Blvd.,  and 
as  such,  sufficient  space  should  be  maintained  in  order  to  provide  maintenance 
of  the  bank  sloping  down  to  Swanson  Blvd.  The  accompanying  sketch  will  show

We  would  like  to  suggest  that  Canal  Terrace,  south  of  Dalgren  Avenue  could  be 
vacated  provided  however,  that  a sufficient  amount  of  space,  as  shown  by  the 
accompanying  sketch,  be  retained  in  order  to  provide  room  for  a cul-de-sac.

We  have  reviewed  each  of  the  three  proposed  vacations  referred 
to  in  your  letter  of  October  21,  1958.  The  following  is  our 

recommendation  in  regard  to  each  of  the  three  matters. 

1.  Canal  Terrace,  from  the  south  property  line  of 
Dalgren  Avenue  to  the  south  property  line  of 
the  first  alley  south  of  Dalgren  Avenue. 

In  regard  to  this  matter,  we  refer  you  to  our  report  dated  April 
21,  1958  which  was  in  response  to  a request  for  an  opinion  from 

the  Board  of  Public  VSorks  (Board  Order  No.  183-58). 


2.  The  north  five  feet  and  the  south  five  feet  of 
Henry  Avenue,  from  the  east  property  line  of 
Poinsette  Drive  to  a point  226.8  feet  east, 
which  is  the  eastern  terminus,  making  the  right- 
of -way  40  feet . 

After  reviewing  the  proposed  vacation,  both  in  the  field  and  in 
the  office,  it  is  our  opinion  that  this  petition  for  vacation  should 
be  denied  for  the  following  reasons: 


a . There  are  three  vacant  lots  on  the  north 
side  and  three  vacant  lots  on  the  south 
side  of  Henry  Avenue,  which  would  have 
this  portion  of  Henry  Avenue  as  their 
only  means  of  ingress  and  egress. 

While  we  realize  that  possibly  all  of  these 
lots  are  under  one  ownership,  there  is  al- 
ways a possibility  that  they  would  be  sold 
off  as  building  lots  since  they  are  platted 
as  such. 

b.  A 40  foot  right-of-way  would  not  be  adequate 
for  a street,  with  proper  improvement  and 
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adequate  part  strips. 


3.  The  first  alley  south  of  Richardson  Street  from 

the  west  property  line  of  Lot  No.  4,  Rockhill  Heirs 
Addition,  Block  24,  to  the  east  property  line  of 
Lots  No.  1 and  11,  L.M.  Banes  Addition. 

From  a planning  standpoint,  we  have  no  objection  to  the  vacation 
of  the  above  described  alley  for  the  following  reasons: 

a.  The  alley  does  not  serve  any  definite  pur- 
pose at  the  present  time,  other  than  for 
utilities  which  will  be  covered  in  the  engineeis 

report . 

b.  All  of  the  garages  presently  using  the  portion 
of  the  alley  not  to  be  vacated  would  have  ample 
room  for  turn-around  and  therefore  would  not 
need  the  eastern  part  cf  this  alley  (part  to  be 
vacated)  as  a means  of  access  or  egress.
